Wasuisatox, Sept. 23.—Hale in- 
trodaced a joint resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, for erecting in 
the District of Columbia a memorial 
building which shall be a@ suitable 
monument to the memory of U. 8. 
Grant, and which is to contain a mili- 
tary and naval museum, etc., and in 
the inner court of which may be placed 
to rest the mortal remains of the dis- 
tinguished American. The title en- 
dorsed on the resolution reads: In 
the vault of which shall be placed the 
mortal remains of Ulysses S. Grant.“ 


HOUSE. 


O Farrell of Virzinia was the only 
Democrat in the chamber this morning 
during prayer. The Clerk called the 
rull on the approval of Friday’s journal. 
The Speaker hesitated before he an- 
nounced the result, there being. but 
two lacking a Quorum. 

A Republican requested to know 
how he was recorded, and after a 
sharp interchange between Taylor and 
O’Farrell as to the legality. of the lat- 
ters setting as a mein ber of the House, 
the vote was announced—yeas 151, 
nays 1; no quorum. 

A call of the House was ordered, and 
while the roll was being called Sweeny 
of Iowa and McComas of Maryland 
appeared. During the call a photog- 
rapher again reproduced the array of 
empty Democratic seats. 

One hundred and sixty-four mem- 
hers responded to the call, when the 
vote again recurred on approving Fri- 
day’s journal, which resulted: yeas 
160, nays 0, the clerk noting a quorum. 

Saturday’s and Monday’s journals 
were then read and approved. The 
question then recurred upon the résé 
lution to unseat Venable: agreed to, 
yeas 151, nays 1 (Cheadle), the clerk 
noting a quorum. 
qnestion of seating Langston, which 
was carried on a division, O’Farrel 
and Cheadle alone voting in the nega- 
tive. Langston was then brought to 
the bar of the House and, amid ap- 
plause, took the oath. 

Then came a chorus from the Re- 
publican side of Call up the other 
case, and despite the efforts of O Far- 
rell to block the wieels, the previous 
question was ordered, and despite the 
protest from Kerr of Iowa that some 
reason for its adoption should be given, 
the resolutions for unseating Elliott 
and seating Miller were agreed to 
without a division. Then the House 
went into Committee of the Whole 
on the Senate amendments to the 
deficiency bill. 

The Kepublican conferees on the 
tariff bill were in session again this 
worning for two hours. Afier they 
separated it was said there was no fur- 
ther paogress towards a report. The 
sugar schedule is the chief block in the 
way of an agreement. 

The Republiean conferees met again 
this aſteruoon, aod are now in session. 
It is understood the metal and ylase- 
ware schedules were agreed upon. As 
to sugar, & comprumise on No. 4 as the 
dividing lines between free and duti- 
bie sugars is probaple; on binding 
twine, a small duty, probably a half a 
c wt a pound, will be imposed.

his record of four years ago and 
with not the elements of a strony 
caudidate. He bas been defeated 
several times, when we had a 
greater margin to work on than 
we will bave this fall. In the first 
instance he was given the nomina- 
tion for State Printer, aud was de- 
feated, then we asked for the nom- 
ination fur Congress aud it was 
given him. and he was badly 
beaten fur that place. In 1886 be 
went into the fight for U. S. Sena- 
tor, and showed no strength what- 
ever, unless Senator Fish’s vote 
cau be construed into an element 
of strevgth. The course that he 
pursued after his defeat at the 
primaries iu 1886 was not such as 
to iuspire confidence in a party 
leader, and it was not deemed wise 
to place him at the head of the 
ticket o be again kuocked down 
by the people.

DAVis HEARD FOX. 


ile Tells How He Wane Defeated at 
the Late Mepublican Cesaver- 
tion.
